The “Ice King” in His Cell. 

Charles W. Morse, former ice king” 
and banker of New York, is now in 
the Federal prison at Atlanta. A press 
dispatch referring to Mr. Morse says: 
He is registered as convict No. 2814, 
and tonight occupies a steel cell not in 
the least different from those to which 
are assigned several hundred other 
prisoners. His immaculate tailored 
garments gave way to regulation suit 
of stripes, nor did the distinguished 
prisoner escape the Bertillon expert, 
the prison photographer, the regula- 
tion bath or the barber. Morse arriv- 
ed from New York at 10:45 a. m., in 
charge of two deputy marshals, and 
accompanied by his friend and close 
business associate, W. P. Reid, of Bos- 
ton. He made no protest when the 
cameras of the newspaper men were 
trained upon him. He was placed in a 
cab and driven to the prison. Because 
he had not been vaccinated, Morse was 
not permitted to eat in the big dining 
room with his fellow convicts, and his 
firs* meal was served in his cell. The 
prisoner turned over to the prison 
clerk $218 in currency. He was as- 
signed to Class 1, which entitles him 
to privilege of seeing relatives for 
friends for thirty minutes in each two 
weeks of his confinement. Morse prob- 
ably will be assigned to the tailor shop 
or be put to work on the constructing 
gang. Mrs. Morse, formerly the wife

Drastic AnthTreating Law. 

The Anti-Treating bill introduced in 
theJHouse at Frankfort by Representa 
tive Zinrirrerman, of thej Bullitt-Simp- 
son district, has attracted widespread 
attention and much comment,’ The 
author sars it is not to be confounded 
with any State wide or local|option 
measure, but simply seeks to break up 
a custom that has become an intoler- 
able nuisance and that the chief sup* 
porters of the proposed law are those 
who like to go in a saloon and take a 
drink and then depart about their busi- 
ness. The bill provides a fine of from 
$10 to $25 for violations and in addi- 
tion a forfeiture of license for the 
saloon keeper permitting treating in 
his place of business. The full text of 
the bill is as follows : 

8e it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky : 

Section 1 — That it shall be unlawful 
fer any person to treat or give to an- 
other person any spirituous, vinous or 
malt liquors, wines or beers or any 
other intoxicating drinks or beverages 
in any saloon, barroom or other place 
where intoxicating drinks are soli by 
retail, or in any room or building ad- 
joining said saloon or barroom, or con- 
nected therewith, and any person who 
violates the provisions of this act, shall 
be fined not less than $10 or more than 
$25 for each offense, and any saloon 
keeper or other retail vender of intoxi- 
cating drinks who sells intoxicants to 
one person to give to another person 
knowing same are to be drunk in said 
saloon or barroom or other room or 
building adjoining same or connected 
therewith, shall, in addition to the 
above penalty have his license forfeit- 
ed by the authorities having legal au- 
thority to forfeit sam°. 

S' 7 ■ — All laws tr parts of law3 in 
ci nflict herewith are hereby repealed.

The curfew bell which 
hung in Chertsey abbey tolled for the 
funeral of Henry VI., murdered in the 
Tower of London and hurried to 
Chertsey to be buried “without priest, 
clerk, torch or taper, singing or say- 
ing.” 

The abbey was also the scene of 
the romantic legend which relates 
how Blanche Heriot, to save her 
lover Neville, nephew of Warwick the 
Kingmaker, condemned to die at sun- 
down, climbed the curfew tower and 
held the clapper of the great bell. The 
story, always popular locally, attained 
wide fame when Mr. Clifford Harrison 
embodied it In his poem “The Legend 
of Chertsey.” Since then reciters' au- 
diences have probably uad their fill of 
it. — Westminster Gazette.

Want Dog Tax Repealed. 

Of the big batch of bills showered on 
the Cl eik's desk in On House at 
Frankfort on the first till day, a half 
dozen related to the dog tax law, the 
most of them calling for the repeal cf 
the present law taxing each canine $1. 
Representative R. H. Akin, of Cald- 
well county, however, took a new tack 
tu nullify the law, by providing in his 
bill that each housekeeper be entitled 
to one dog free, but tu pay a tax of $2 
on each additional dog. Under the 
present law, the dog tax goes to indem- 
nify sheep owners, whose flocks may 
be decimated by dogs, any overplus 
reverting to th° school fund in the 
county in which the tax is collected. 
The opposition to the law comes prin- 
cipally from the non-sheep raising sec- 
tions. Republicans are committed to 
its repeal, it being a plank in their 
last State platform. A desperate at- 
tempt was made at the last session to 
repeal the law, but it failed. 



Kentucky Mayors Organize. 

Mayors or their representatives of 
many of the Kentucky cities met in 
Frankfort Wednesday, and permanent- 
ly organized with James II. Polsgrove, 
of Frankfort, as chairman, and James 
M. Campbell, Jr., of Paducah, secre- 
tary of the organization. 

A bin prepared by Judge E. C. 
O’Rear, placing cities on the same 
basis as counties ip case of personal 
damage suits, was read, approved and 
will be introduced in the Legislature 
by Senator Dowling. Judge O’Rear 
made an extended talk, explaining the 
bill.

Hawk Unremittent in Its Pursuit of 
Partridge Selected for Its 
Prey.

Some men working In the fields 
west of Moscow viliage the other day 
saw a hawk start a partridge in a 
wheat field and attempt to eacth it. 
The partridge was too speedy of wing, 
though, and for a fhort distance it 
flew straight for the village, after 
attempting to elude its pursuer, think- 
ing, perhaps, that in the habitation of 
man there was protection from its 
merciless foe. 

The two birds flew down Main 
street in front of the stores and peo- 
ple on the street, but the hawk was 
so engrossed in the pursuit of its 
prey that the presence of men did not 
frighten it ofT. The partridge flew 
about the buildings on Main street and 
then to the residence section. 

It was rapidly tiring from its long 
flight, and as the hawk, which was 
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The Swope Poisoning Case. 

I A quick arrest will be made by 
county officials in Kansas City if the
